2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7)

The invention relates to surface plasmon resonance 
measurements and solves the problem with changing direction of 
the reflected beam when the prism is rotated. 

Document Dl, which is considered to represent the closest 
prior art, discloses a method and a device for carrying out 
surface plasmon resonance measurements. A laser beam 113 is 
directed through a semi -cylindrical prism 101 onto a thin, 
planar metal layer 106 in an angle of incidence. A resonance 
phenomenon is caused and the reflected beam is reflected 
further with a mirror to a detector 108 which measures the 
change of intensity of the beam, caused by the resonance 
phenomenon. The source, detector and SPR surface are held in 
fixed positions when the incidence angle is varied by means of 
prisms 110, 111. See column 3, line 22 -column 5, line 14. 

A method and device according to independent claims 1 and 11 
and also dependent claims 3-5, 10, 13-15, 22 are known from 
document Dl. Thus, the invention defined in claims 1, 3-5, 10, 
11, 13-15 and 22 is not new and consequently lacks novelty and 
inventive step. 

Documents D2-D4 disclose similar devices for carrying out 
surface plasmon resonance measurements comprising a mirror for 
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reflecting the reflected beam to the detector. In D4 the 
reflected beam is reflected further with a planar mirror 25, 
117 arranged in plane parallel relation to the planar surface. 
Consequently, the subject matter of claims 1, 2, 11 and 12 is 
previously known from D4 and therefore lacks novelty. 

To sum up, the invention claimed in claims 1-5, 10-15 and 22 
lacks novelty (N) . The invention defined in claims 6-9 and 16- 
21 is novel and is considered to involve an inventive step. 
All claims have industrial applicability (IA) .
